Athens, Oct. 31.—The torpedo- 


ing of the Greek steamer Anghe- 
liki, on Saturday near Firaceus, 
with many Greeks aboard, was 
carried out without warning, it is 
stated here. This action is believ- 
ed to indicate that since the cap- 
ture of Constanza 
the German 


submarines have obtained a new 
supply of benzol, enabling them 
to resume operations .in the Med- 
iteranean.

Creel points out that in 1793, when the French 


were fighting the combined forces of Great Britain, 
Spain, Holland, Austria and Prussia, Thomas Jefferson 
came back from Paris afire with sympathy for the 
French and eager for the United States to plunge into 
the pit of blood. 


"The nation divided even as today. There was a 


British party and a French party; the rising flood of 
hate tore at the frail foundations of the new govern- 
ment, and then, in the day of extreme tension, President 
Washington issued a proclamation of neutrality. How 
they attacked him for it! Political leaders led mobs 
against the white house and talked of pulling Washing- 
ton from the presidential chair." 


But Washington kept cool and sane and settled all 


the differences with the warring powers by negoiations 
and treaty. 


In less than four years, as the result of French in- 


sults, depredations and oppression, the people demand- 
ed that President Adams; declare war against France. 


But Adams had reliance in "note writing," and, in 


1800, after two years of trying negotiations, a settle- 
ment was reached which guaranteed every right for 
which the United States had been contending. 


In 1807, during Jefferson's administration, Eng- 


land and France were in a death grapple. American 
commerce was swept from the seas, with great loss and 
unbearable humiliation. Finally, as a climax, the Brit- 
ish warship Leopard raked the American ship Chesa- 


peake with solid shot, killing three and wounding 18 and 
forcing the Chesapeake to haul down her dag. 


Jefferson, who as a citizen, had denounced Wash- 


ington for not going to war on the side of France, was 
somewhat calmer as the responsible head of the nation 
upon whose decision rested war or peace. 


Appreciating the "maniac state of Europe" he 


"wrote notes" and settled the whole matter by diplo- 
macy. 


President Pierce was urged to go to war with 


Spain when the Spanish authorities in Cuba seized the 
American steamer Black Warrior and confiscated her 
cargo. But instead he "wrote notes." 


Every schoolboy knows how Lincoln was harassed 


by both Great Britain and France. French and English 
raiders destroyed 193 American ships. 


"The 'Trent Affair,' by reason of its wide illustra- 


tive sweep, may be recalled with immense profit by the 
jingoes of today," says Creel. "Mason and Slidell, con- 
federate commissioners to France, passengers on the 
British mail steamer Trent were forcibly seized by Capt. 
Wi!kes of the American warship San Jacinto, conveyed 
to Boston, and lodged in Ft. Warren as prisoners. It 
was a flagrant violation of her neutral rights, and a 
great body of English clamored for war. Instead of 
that, Great Britain took up the matter thru diplomatic 
channels, President Lincoln disavowed the act of Capt. 
Wilkes, Mason and Slidell were released and the rights 
of neutrality were once more denned and declared." 


When Grant was president in 1873, the Virgenius, 


flying the Stars and Stripes, was captured off Jamaica 
by the Spanish warship Tornado. Four of the passen- 
gers were hanged as pirates and Capt. Fry and 36 other 
Americans were shot to death against a wall. 


So great was the popular demand for war that 


Grant's name was hissed at public meetings. 


But Grant knew what war meant. As leader of 


the union armies he had experienced its horrors, and 
he refused to go to war with Spain, great as was die 
provocation. Instead he "wrote notes" and settled with 
Spain by diplomacy.

"Washington, Oct. 31—Urgent need 


of financial assistance for American 
consular officials and clerical assist- 
ants in Europe, because of the great- 
ly increased cost of living1 since the 
war, to pay three times or more nor- 
mal peace time prices for food-stuffs 
and personal necessities, is shown in j 
reports received almost daily by the 
state department.

A short time before the vote taken on the Mclemore Warning Resolution in the House of Representatives 


last winter and after a conference had by President Wilson with Senators Stone and Kern and Congressman

day." The President had said something which he did not feel authorized to repeat 


In the same letter the Senator defines his own attitude: 


He says: "I think you understand my personal attitude with respect to 


the subject. As much and deeply as 1 would hate to radically disagree with 
youjfinditdifficultformysenseofduty and responsibility to consent to 
plunge this nation into the vortex of this world war, because of unreasonable 
obstinancy-". 


Senator Stone declared that he did not want wan Senator Kern and Mr. Flood both vociferously pro- 


claimed that neither of them wanted war, so evidently the only one at the conference who wanted war was the 
President. Senator Stone says he would hate to disagree with the President. Why? Because he could not "con- 
sent to plunge this nation into the vortex of this world war" So it is clear that the President at this conference 
threatened war on Germany. 


The vote on the McLemore Resolution disclosed th?t 142 members of the House opposed the President's 


course, and ascertaining that he did not have near the unanimous support of the House members, he back-pedaled, 
Creditor keeping us out of war with Germany at this time is due, not to the President, but to the 142 members 
of the House who by their votes opposed the President's course. 


But no one is entitled to special credit for keeping us out of war with any European or Asiatic power, as 


none of them within the past four years have in any way threatened us or exhibited a desire to wage war upon us. 


Through the command of President Wilson our soldier boys are now invading our Sister Repubh'c Mexico. 


Other 1). S. Regulars are patrolling the border waiting for their prey. And yet they say President Wilson has kept 
us out of war. If our attitude with Mexico isn't war, what is it? Can an invasion of another country with trained 


soldiers, fully equipped with guns and shells be considered as a peaceful mission. 


President Wilson's attitude in the Mexico muddle has accomplished nothing but derision for the United 


States and has cost more American lives and property than were sacrificed in the Spanish-American war.

to his credit, it is easy to believe that human rights 
will have a steadfast and sympathetic upholder in the 
justice of the Suoreme Court of the United States."

(Extract from a Baccalaureate Sermon of Juno 13, 1909, by Prof 


Woodrow Wilson). 


Ton know what the usual standard of the employee is in ou 


day. It is to give as little as he may for his wages. Labor is stand 
ardized by the trade union, and this is the standard to which it is 
meant to conform. No one is suffered to do more than the avera'ge 
workman can do. Jn some trades and handicrafts no one is suffercc 
to do more than the least skillful of his fellows cnn do within the 
hours allotted to a day's labor, and no one can work out of hours ai 
all or volunteer anything beyond the minimum. 


I need not point out how economically disastrous such a regula 


tion of labor is. The labor of America is rapidly becoming unprofit 
able 'under its present regulation by those who have determined ti 
reduce it to a minimum. Our economic supremacy may he lost, be 
causo the country grows more and more full of unprofitable serv 
ants.
